RAIN PREVENTS OPENING 



DELUGE MAKES LEXINGTON TRACK UNSAFE 
FOR RACING PURPOSES. 



Postponement Necessary from Yesterday Until Today 
— New and Better Card Prepared<-»Gos8ip 
from Blue Grass Regrion. 



IjexiiigtoD. Ky., Sei>teoil»or 10. — The scheduled 
o|K*uiii;; of the Kentucky fall raciuK season here to- 
tlay did not take place. The oiKMiiii^ was necessari- 
ly deferred on account of a severe rain stt>mi which 
be^au yesterday. The downpour increased steadiiy 
during the night and by luorning had flooded the 
track until it resembled a river. It wouid have 
!mh‘u dangerous to have attempted racing horses over 
the course. Uutii a late hour this morning hopes 
were stiil held out by the management for the run- 
ning of the program as per schedule, but at noon 
Secretary Shelley reluctantly announced that the 
racing would be postiamed until tomorrow. The en- 
tries for today were declared off and a new card 
was prepared which suffers none in comparison 
with tlie other one and. in fact, is more satisfactory 
for the rea.-ion that most of the horses carded are 
well-tried mud iK*rformers. The program lMX>k of 
the meeting will be run off as prepared, with the 
only difference that it w'ill be one day later than 
schedule throughout. 

Tliere was a big influx of liorseinen and visitors 
frtmi nearby cities f<ir the <nH‘iiing and most of them 
will remain over until tomorrow. During the night 
when the storm was at its worst lightning did c*ou- 
slderable damage in and around the city. Several 
of the stoc'k farms sustained losses by barns being 
struck. Peg Wofhngtoii, one of the noted brood- 
mares at T. C McDowell’s Ashland Farm, was killed 
by a bolt of lightning. She was by Ix>ngfellow — 
Ballet, twenty-six years old and the dam of many 
good winners, including David Garrick. Bracegirdle 
aud Intruder, the latter a winner in England. 

A. L. Kirl».v. who arrived here today from Louis- 
ville. anmHiiKvd that he had advices from Hot 
Springs. Ark., to the effect that sentiment is 
stnMigly in favor of racing and that the legislature 
at Its m‘xt session will surely pass a bill permitting 
t *81110 pt ion of the s|*ort ami that a rai*e un*etiiig 
of^nirt duration will be held in the Vapor City, 
t>o!4flbi.v in A|>ril next.

WEIGHTS ON LOWER SCALE 



READJUSTMENT OF IMPOSTS FOR RICH ^DO- 
MINION HANDICAP ANNOUNCED. 



Fitz Herbert, Top Weight, Asked to Carry 13i 
Against 138 at Previous Allotment — Donald 
Macdonald Assigned Ten Pounds More. 



Buffalo, N. Y., September 19. — Secretary E. W. 
Maginn of the Niagara Raelpg As.soeiation an- 
nouneed .yesterday the new list of weights for the 
$10,000 Dominion Handicap, one mile and a quarter, 
to be run October 4, the opening da.v of the fall 
meeting at Fort Erie. Weights for the race were 
originally announced July 15, but the postponement 
of the meeting at Fort Brie in consequence of a 
railroad strike necessitated readjustment of the 
weights, the conditions of the race providing for 
announcement of the weights fifteen days prior to 
its running. 

Hamlicapper Maginn, in re-allotting the weights, 
pitched them at a slightly lower scale than lx‘fore. 
Fitz Herbert, the top weight, is asked to carry 135. 
as against 1.38 previously assigned, and there is a 
general scaling down and some few changes be- 
sides, the most important of which is the increasing 
of Donald Macdonald’s assignment from 104 to 114 
pounds, Donald Macdonald’s vastly improved form 
following the first pnUication of the weights 
accoimts for this change. 

It is provided that a winner of $1,500 after pub- 
lication of the weights shall carry five pounds 
extra. Penalties are to accrue from 12 o’clock 
noon. September 19.
